THOMAS F. BAYARD. 

Mr. Bayard was born at Wilmington, Del., Oo 
tober 29, 1829. He was chiefly educated at Flushing 
School, and his early training was for a mercantile 
life. After having had some experience in business 
in New York he returned to Delaware and studied 
law with his father, Hon. James A. Bayard, who 


was then tn the Senate. He was admitted to the 
Bar in 1851, and in 1853 he was appointed United 
States Distriet Attorney for Delaware, but resigned 
in 1854 and went to jive in Philadelphia, where he 
remained till 1856, when he returned to Wilmington, 
where he remained through the civil war, practio- 
ing his profession. In the winter of 1568-9 he was 
elected to the Senate to succeed his father, and was 
re-elected fn 1875 and 1881. In 1876 he was a mem- 
ber of the Electoral Commission, Mr. Bayard is 
the fourth of his family who have served in the 
Senate. His grandfather, James Ashton Bayard, 
was elected to the Senate from Delaware in 1804 
and served till 1813, when President Madison ap- 
pointed him one of the Commissioners to negotiate 
the Treaty of Ghent. His uncle, Richard H. Bay- 
ard, was elected to the Senate from Delaware in 
1836 and again in 1841. His father, James A., served 
in the Senate from 1851 to 1869, 
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Mr. Manning was born in Albany, N. T., August 
16, 1681. His parentage was of Irish, English and 
Dutch extraction. He was a boy, and his ar- 
ly opportunities for schooling very limited. AS 
11 years of age he went to work as an office boy at

LUCIOS C. c. LAMAR. 

Mr. Lamar was born at Oxford, Putnam County, 
Ga., September 17, 1825, and received his early 
schooling in his native town. He graduated at Em- 
ory College, Georgia, in 1845. He studied law at 
Macon, Ga., and was acmittted to the bar in 1847. 
He moved to Oxford, Miss., in 1849, and was elected 
Adjunct Professor of Mathematics in the M ississippi 
State University, Dr. A. T. Bledsoe, editor of the 
Southern Review, being the senior professor. He 
resigned in 1850 and went to Covington, Ga., where 
he devoted himself to the practice of law. In 1853 
he was elected to the Georgia Legislature and in the 
following year returned to Mississippi, where be 
settled on a plantation in Lafayette County. He 
was elected to the Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth Con- 
gresses and resigned in 1860. He entered the Confed- 
erate army in 1861 as Lieutenani-Colonel of the 
Nineteenth Mississippi Volunteers. and was soon 
promoted to the Coloneicy. In 1863 he was sent to 
Russia by the Confederate Government on an im- 
portant diplomatic mission. He returned to Missis- 
sippi at the close of the war, anc in 1866 was elected 
Professor of Political Economy and Social Science 
in the University of that State. A year later he 
was transferred tothe Professorship of Law. He 
was elected to the Forty-third Congress and re- 
elected to the Forty-fourth. In the winter of 1876-7 
he was elected to the Senate, where he has since 
served. 
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AUGUSTUS H. GARLAND. 
Mr. Garland was bornin Tipton County, Tenn., 
June 11. 18382. The following year his parent moved 
to Arkansas, where he bas made his home ever 
since, and which State he has represented in the 
Senate since 1876. He was educatedin St. Mary's 
College and St. Joseph's College in Kentucky. He 
studied law and was admitted to practice at Wash- 
Ark., the place where his parents had origi- 
nally settled, in 1858. He removed to Little Rock, 
where his home now is, in 1856. He was a delegate 
to the State Convention that passed the ordinance 
of secession in 1861, and was also a member of the 
provisiona! Confederate Congress that subsequently 
met the same year at Montgomery, Ala. He served 
in both the House and the Senate of the Confeder- 
ete Congress, being in the Senate when the war 
closed. He was elected from Arkansas to the 
United States Senate March 4, 1867, but was not ad- 
mitted to his seat. He made the test-oath case as 
tolawyers in the Supreme Court of the United 
States and gained it. He practiced law at Little 
Rock with success till 1874, when he was elected 
Governor of Arkansas without opposition, and at 
the expiration of his term was electea to the United 
States Senate, again having no opposition, and suc- 
geeded Powell Clayton. He has taken high rank as 
@ lawyer from the day he entered the Senate, and 
has for some time been a member of the Judiciary 
Committee. Heisof medium height and speaks 
with clearness, deliberation and force.

WILLIAM E. VILAS. 

Mr. Vilas was born at Chelsea, Orange County, 
Vt., July 9. 1840. When he was eleven years old 
went to Wisconsin, where, a few months alter, 
he was entered a pupil of the preparatory depart- 
ment of the University of that State. In 1553 he 
matriculated in the Freshman class of that institu- 
tion, and was graduated therein 18. After taking 
his academical degree be studied law in Albany, N. 
Y., and was graduated from the law school of that 
city in 1860. After his admission to the Supreme 
Court of New York he removed to Wisconsin. 
where, on his birthday, July 9, 1560, he made his 
first argument before the Supreme Court of that 
State. In the same year, 1860, he became a partner 
with Charles T. Wakely, a lawyer of good standing. 
Upon the outbreak of the war Mr. Vilas entered 
the army as Captain in the Twenty-third Wisconsin 
Volunteers, and rose to be Major and Lieutenant 
Colonel. He resigned his commission and resumed 
the practice of the law January 1. 184. In 1872 
Gen. G. E. Bryant joined him in partnership, and 
in 1877 his brother, E. P. Vilas, also became a part- 
ner in the firm. The Supreme Court of Wisconsin 
appointed Colonel Vilas one of the revisors of the 
statutes of the State in 1875, and the revision of 
1878, adopted by the State, was partly made by him. 
In 1879 Mr. Vilas refused the use of bis name as a 
candidate for the Governorship of Wisconsin. He has 
persistently declined office, but went to Chicago as 
a delegate to the convention of 1884, which honored 
him with its permanent chairmansiip. 
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WM. ©. WHITNEY. 
William Collins Whitney, the Secretary of the 
Navy, was bornin Conway, Mass, in 1889. His 
father was one of the leaders of the Democratic 
party in the State, having been Collector of the Port 
at Boston, and a delegate to the Charleston Conven- 
tion of 1860, The present Secretary entered Yale 
College in 1859. He divided the first prize for En- 
glish essay with William G. Sumner, who is known 
as the writer on political economy. He entered the 
Harvard Law School and there graduated in 1865. 
His practice at the bar of New York City was 
marked by fidility to the interests of his clients. In 
1871 Mr. Whitney was prominent in the organization 
of the Young Men's Club, which was foremost in the 
fight waged against the Tweed Ring and which still 
exists as a powerful political society. During that 
contest he secured the friendship of ex-Governor 
Tilden, which has continued ever since. In 1872 he 
was Inspector of Schools, and in the same year was 
defeated for District Attorney, being a candidate of 
the reform Democracy. He tookan active part in 
the canvass that resulted in the election of Governor 
Tilden and Mayor Wickham. In 1874 in a publie 
speech he came out strong against an inflated cur- 
rency. Having become the official adviser of the 
Mayor he was placed in a position where suits for 
millions against the city were brought to his con. 
sideration. He handled’ them all so satisfactori! y 
that during his term of seven years he saved New

Still Hovers Over the Wheat Pit—Corn Ad- 
vances and is Strong—Provisions Quiet.

Curcaco, March 5.—Wheat eariy in the day was 
steady at about yesterday's close, with only a light 
trade, but later, under the ipfiuence of a great 
number of rumors relating to the probability of 
war between England and Russia, the market be- 
came excited, advancing rapidly 2 cents 
with imm ense trading.

INAUGURATION NIGHT. 


The Gorgeous Scenes At the Ball—A Brill- 
laut Pyrotechnic Display. 

Wasmxorox. D. C., March 5.—The inauguration 
ball last evening surpassed anything of the kind ever 
given at Washington. The ball-room, which had 
been constructed out of the court of the new Pension 
Building, situated in Judiciary square, was a marvel 
of art and beauty. The rows of columns which di- 
vided the immense court 816 feet long by 
116 feet wide, were draped with bunting, 


flags, evergreens, plants and flowers. The balco- 
nies were handsomely draped with flags and pen- 
nants, while the roof of the ball-room was a sea of 
bunting. In the center of the room were the two 
music stands. draped in green and crimson cloth, 
from which the United States Marine Band. under 
Prof. Sousa, and the Germania orchestra of Phila- 
deiphia furnished the music for the promenade con- 
cert and the bali which followed. The room was 
hehted by sixty immense Siemen's gas burners cf 
500 candie power each. It was, perhaps, the finest 
-room in appointments, decorations and con- 
reniences ever seen in this country. From 
8 to 11 o'clock the Marine Baud gave 
& promenade concert, which was attended 
47 an immense throng, but the bulk of the crowd 
did not begin to arrive before 10 o'clock, About 
half past ten o'clock 
PRESIDENT CLEVELAND AXD HIS PARTY 

arrived at the entrance to the building and were 
greeted with a storm of shouts and applause. 
Alighting from their carriages they were conducted 
to a private retiring room on the south side of the 
building. It was handsomely carpeted with ori- 
ental rugs and adorned 
flags. and flowers. There were

other departments of the Government. lu the 
room were two portraits—one of Jefferson and the 
other of Cleveland—handsomely hung with flowers.

Seoretary Lamont’s Confidential Ro- 
lations With the President. 
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An Able Man ins Possibly Important Posi- 
tion—The Influence Lamont Will Enjoy 
During the New Administration—Former 
Presidential Private Secretaries. 
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DANIEL S. LAMONT. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., March 5.—One of the most 
noticeable men about Cleveland is his private secre- 
tary. The reason why he is specially noticeable 
is because he is credited with having so much influ 
ence with the President-elect. Ordinarily, the pri 
vate secretaries to the Presidents do not rank high, 
eo far as influence is concerned. It is generally sup- 
‘posed by the public that the private secretary is an 
official whose principal duties consist in protecting 
the President from importunate and unimportant 
wallers. But, in reality, the average private secre- 
tary in the White House has very little to do outside 
of the routine found in managing the correspond- 
ence of the Executive Mansion. Public men who 
go to seethe President are not inclined to spend 
much time with middlemen, however talented they 
may be. Senato rs, leaders of 
the House and diplomatic people, when 


they go to see the President, always insist upon a 
personal audiente. Prominent politicians when 
they come here from their States, are not fond of 
being kept waiting in the private secretary s rootn. 
There has been, however, no private secretary who 
has come to the White House, for many years, who 
has had the wide political experience of Colonel 
Lamont. He possesses Cleveland's gonfidence to a 
remarkable degree. He has been 
HIS CLOSE ADVISER 

and has, for a long time, been taken into his confi- 
dence, At Albany, however, the situation ts much 
different from that at Washington. There, Lamont 
was practically Cleveland's only adviser. Here. 
Cleveland has sever counselors who will see him 
every day of tus life five of whom are very prominent 
influenial men. In addition to these counselors, the 
Democratic leaders in both Houses will have access 


to him, and will insist upon giving him advice. No 
President can escape this, unless he should cut 
loose from hb party. No President 


would dream of doing that uniess 
mpeiled by very extraordinary circumstances. 
Tyler, who cut loose from his party, thought that 
he could form a new party, not realizing that par- 
ties are not made by politicians, but by tne ple. 
Johnson got out with the party that elected bim. 
The only result that folowed was an absolute loss 
of influence. Au administration that hopes to ac- 
Complish practical results must stand well with the 
people that contributed to its election. It is under- 
stood here that some of the Democrats who repre- 
sent the revenue reform element are very much o

ation, These gentlemen have a prejudice against 
Colonel Lamont, on account of his former connec- 
tion with Tilden, and because it is believed that he 
still has confidential reiations with him. This

OLDEST ON THE ROAD. 


ming Profession. 


The Origin of the gystem— How the Busi- 
neas was Conducted Fifty Years 480-4 
Wagon Tour of the South—Incidents of a 
Life Spent on the Koad. 


A very entertaining talker is Mr. C. P. Lindley, a 
gentleman at present stopping at the Laclede 
Hotel, and remarkable, over and above many es- 
timable qualities of head and heart, for being the 
oldest if not the most innocent commercial traveler 
en the road. Mr. Lindley is a gentleman of sixty- 
seven, but if it was not for the somewhat venerable 
aspect forced upon him by a longish beard, whieh 
shades trom atawny tinge at the tips to silver- 
white at the chin, he would hardly be taken for 
more than fifty. His step is as light 
as a young man's, and the merry twinkle 
of his eye when the conversation takes a .racy turn 
Calls to mind the French savant's remark that a 
man does not attain his most dangerous age until he 
has reached fifty. Ves, sir,“ he said to a Post- 
Disraron reporter, who had called upon him to 
hear of his experiences, I can claim to a career as 


a commercial traveler of over half a century dura- 
tion. 1 began in 1884 when I was 16 years of age. 
and I have been at it ever since. In that year I was 
living in Saratoga County, New York State, and did 
my first traveling as the driver of a meat wegen. 
That lasted a couple of 2 and 1836 found me 
selling dry goods for afirm in Meriden, Conn. In 
a two-borse wagon I went all over Massachusetts

through the woods. 

“Did you make it in one trip!“ 

No, that was a two days’ trip. There was one 
house half way between the two places, and there I 
stopped for the night. That country was part of 
what was then known asthe Cherokee Nation, a 
perfectly wild region.” 

“You went fuily armed, of course?" 

“Didn't carry a weapon. No such thing as high- 
way robbery waseven heard of then. Everybody 
knew everybody in tnose days. When you met 
another man it was, ‘stranger, how are you?’ and a 
friendship was struck up on the instant. Camping 
out it was very pleasant to find company of apy 
kind at hand. 

“Had to camp out sometimes?" 

“[shoul@say so. Many's the night I've spent on 
my buffalo robe, rolled up snug in a pair of biank- 
ets. Lonesome? On, no; Il generally found com- 
pany, and, after we bad our meal of coffee, bread 
aud bacon, we'd sit over the camp fire and swap 
yarns until bed-time. Then I had my dog with me 
all the time, and a man can't well be lonesome with 
a good dogasacompanion. Well, that trip, after 
leaving Alabama 1 drove through Mississippi and 
Tennessee, did a capital business. They 
were lively towns, those Southern ones in those 
days, especially where one happened to strike a 
place where court was being beid."’ 

“When did the present system of commercial 
traveling begin?" 

“About the first men to send out travelers were 
the Eastern manufacturers. Westfield, Massachu- 
setts, was a great center of the whip, whip-lash and 
cigar trade, and travelers used to sent from 
there with four-horse teams drawing immense 
wagons, many of them containing stocks valued at 
from $5,000 to $6,000. These used to go all over the 
country selling to the storekeepers and taking or- 
ders for future deliv Then there was Johns- 
town, now Glovervile, New York, where buckskin 
mittens and gloves were the staple manufactured. 
Waterbury, Connecticut, was the great piace for 
buttons, and all these manufacturers used to send 
travelers out in charge of 
BIG WAGON LOADS OF One. 

A step nearer to the present system of commercial 
drumming was reached when the New York job- 
bing houses began to sead their clerks out visiting 
customers. Business was different from now. 
The stores were not as big and the clerks used fo do 
their own packing, none of the stores having por- 
ters, as at present. The Soutbern trade used to be- 
gin in July and last into August. After the South- 
ern buyers had come and gone the Western ones 
would and keep things busy up to the end of 
September. The locai trade would occupy October 
and November, aad then the dull season would set 
iu and the jobbers would cover up their goods and 
practically suspend operations for the time being. 
During this dull season the cierks, almost all of whom 
came from different parts of the country, would 
be allowed to N a visit — — 
firm ying their expenses, an they 
were instructed to call during their absence upon 
the firm's customers in their vicinity, and also to 
work up new business. It was not 1850 that 
regular drummers were employed, and then it was 
ony on a small scale. The system has grown im- 
meusely, however, in the last quarter of a century. 
1 understand ee! penne there are not less than 


DRUMMERS 
constantly employed ail over the country. A large 
number! Yes; too large. The . business 


is overdone. The country’s trade would be ina 
better condition if half of them were taken olf the 
road.“ 


Comparing the traveling of to-day with that of 
fifty years ago, Mr. Lindley said: “There is more 
comfort now, but | can't say there is more pleasure 
in it. Ab, all the grand hotels in the world cannot 
beat the country taverns that we used to put 
up at in the thirties. There were no train robbers 
ju those days, as the country we traveled through 
such a thing as a locked door was unknown. 5 
travelers used, by the time our trip was nearing its 
end, have all the way froin $1,000 to $5,000 in our 
ssession, but the tact never disturbed our slum- 
rs, even though our companions in the camp 
were utter strangers to us.“ 

“When did you rst come to St. Louis?" 

“In 1854. There was a very strict license law in 
operation then and I had to be careful or else I 
would have got into trouble. By the bye, I sold the 
first kerosene lamp ever seen in this city. That 
was in 1857. Wedid an enormous business in those 
days in Vienna burners. The firm I was with 
had a monopoly of their manufacture and I used 
to get $5 a dozen for them from the trade. I never 
handied an articie with more pleasure than those 
burners. I wouid tate up a position ata hotel ta- 
ble, start my lamps burning and await develop- 
ments. In a sbort time I would be in the center of 
an admiring crowd, not of idie persons desirous of 
gratifying & passing curiosity, but of the leading 
and most learned peopie of the place. Merchants, 
judges, doctors, colleze professors and such hung 
around the lamps, asking questions and passing 
judgment upon the buroers, aud others of their es- 
seutial features. ‘The business has grown im- 
meusely since then. To-day 18,000,000 
burners are sold annualiy in the 
United States and prices have sunk as low as 50 
cents a dozen. 

“How much ground do you cover every year in 
your travels?” 

Alu the past thirty years I have annually traveled 
a distance equal to a trip round the world. I have 
already traveled 6,000 miles this year and Ie t 
before the year is over that the record will reach 
40,000 miles. Get tired? Oh, no! No robust man 
ought to get tired moving around the country in 
paiace cars and stopping af first-class hotels.

A Bill Calculated to Make Countless 
Mourners in the North End.

— 


Proposition to Raise the Price of Gas in the 
Laclede District and Lower It in the St. 
Louis District —Some of the Principal 
Features of the New Measure. 


On Tuesday evening Judge Terry, on behalf of 
the committee having charge of the gas bill grant- 
ing new rights to the old companies, submitted a re- 
port which wasin the nature of a substitute, and 
which makes very important changes in the propo- 
sition as previously laid before the public. The re- 
port was submitted without recommendation, and, 
as is generally the case with bills granting valuabie 
franchises, was laid over for one meeting. It will be 
considered to-night. The most important new 
feature is that as to the price to be paid for gas. 
The bill provides that the old company shall not 
charge more than $1 75 per thousand for gas here- 
after, which amount mall be all its own until 
January 1, i800, after which it shall pay 15 per ceut 
on all receipts from gas sold to private consumers. 
The Laclede Company may charge the same 
amount per thousand for gas, but it must pay tue 
same percentage into the treasury frora 
the present time. A separate Sec 
tion authorizes both companies to charge 


either of the 
present concerns, prevents other com- 
panies from laying pipes for gas to be 
used for either illumination, heating purposes, or 
for power. The section which makes this last 
provision is so ingeniously worded as to almost in- 
pure that the bill would be inoperative, 
even if it were The Water Gas Company 
already has a franchise for laying pipes for supply- 
ing heat and power, which the city can bardly take 
away from them,. Aud y under the section in 
question, if the Water Gas Company lays any more 
such pipes, the old companies will have the 
right to not refuse to pay 
auy further percentages into tue City Treasury, 
but to demand a return of its last payment, aud to 
charge what it pleases for gas thereafter. Prob-

ike the. grains with the rough food lixe hay and 
fodder, so that both could enter the paunch at the 
same time, thus assisting digestion. F. H. Jacobs 
of Wayne, III, and Mr. ee con- 
uunued the discussion, the tter in- 
sisting that rumination is not necessary, but 
that the straining of food meets all requirements. 
President Colman asked for some information on 
the eifect of salt on the cow. Mr. Douglas was not 
sure that salting should be indulged in very liberai- 
ly. Mr. Hopson, being asked for his opinion on salt- 
ing, said that he salted plentifully, as much as the 
cows would eat. Mr. Cabanne said the best results 
in all tests from Jersey cows were obtained in the 
latter part of the season, and not in the raluß por- 
tions of the spring, showing chat large quantities of 
Water are not essenual. An urgent appeal 
was made for the payment of dues, and especial 
stress was laid ou the fact thatthe annual fee is 
only $1.

A CROP OF SUICIDES, 


Murdered His Brother—A Veteran's Luck 
—Missouri Matters. 


HAxxnAL, March 5.—Stephen Coo shot and killed 
his brother Horatio, in a quarrel yesterday.
